Negro Servicemen Facing 
Housing Discrimination 



WASHINGTON. March 25 l*V— 
A Pentagon - ordered survey 
showed there was housing dis- 
crimination against Negro ser- 
vicemen near 00 per cent of the 
military bases In the United 
States, It was disclosed today. 

Alfred B, Fltt. deputy assistant 
secretary of defense for civil 
rights, told The Associated Press 
that housing "clearly is the most 
unyielding" of the various forms 
of racial bias facing Negroes in 
uniform. 

This discrimination, Fltt said, 
exists In Northern base areas as 
well as in the South. Only 31 of 
305 bases studied were given a 
clean bill on this count. Fitts 
declined to name the 31. 

The Pentagon's civil rights 
Chief indicated that by the proe-. 
ess of "negotiation, and concili- 
ation" base commanders had 
made progress In easing discrim- 
ination against Negro servicemen 
and their families hi off-base 
schooling, transportation and use 
of such publlo facilities as parks 



commanders have secured 
changes on behalf of their men," 
Fltt .said. 

Among other things, base 
commanders had been told to 
report whether the "treatment 
accorded Negro military person- 
nel by the local police Is in any 
way different from that accorded 
white military personnel." 

The findings, Fitt sold: "No 
case of significant difference in 
law enforcement between white 
and Negro servicemen." 

The survey was ordered last 
September. Its baslo objective, 
the. Pentagon said at the time, 
was to obtain "necessary infor- 
mation for the formulation of 
future policy." 

A total of 62 base areas turned 
up with such good records In the 
first reports made last Novem- 
ber that the commanders were 
relieved of the responsibility of 
reporting again on May 1.

That's all some broker- 
age firms do — because that's all 
their particular customers want 
them to do. Past that basic chore, 
other brokerage firms do vari- 
ous other things — suggestions. 
Investment ndvlce, . etc. — that 
their customers want. 
- This column has never claimed 
that all brokers are perfect. But 
It's wearisome to read mall that 
blames brokers for every bud 
move you and others make In 
the stock market — while seldom, 
1/ ever, giving brokers credit for 
good- moves. 

Your letter Is shot full of 
holes — either of your making or 
your broker's making. 

It's difficult to believe that 
your broker told you what you 
say he did. Some outfits have 
been accused of passing out false 
Information. But not Brunswick. 

The market price of Bruns- 
wick stock got as high as 174.87 'i 
a share In March, 1061. the 
month after you bought It. If 
you had sold out then. It's a 
cinch that you would have con- 
gratulated yourself for being 
smart. . 

That was during a period of 
wild speculation In stocks of 
companies In the bowling equip- 
ment business. When people 
woke up to the fact that there 
were already 



alleys In the— country, those 
stocks fell out of favor. 

The market prlbes of "bowling" 
stocks fell way down. Bruns- 
wick's profits" have dropped 
sharply, after hitting a high 
point in 1961. No dividend has 
been" paW" un th e s tock- stnoeflas^ 
June. 

For you this, was - a specula- 
tion that didn't pay off. It had 
to be counted as a straight 
speculation, at the price you paid 
for it. If you didn't know that, 
you have to accept some of the 
blame (or your mistake and your 
\lgnorance of the facts.

A. If the bond Is in "bearer" 
for (as Is evidently the case of 
your grandfather's bpndi there's 
no quick and easy way to pro- 
tect against possible loss, theft 
or destruction of the bond and 
its coupons — other than to keep 
the bond In a secure place, such 
as a safe-deposit box. A bearer 
bond does not have tts"owncr's 
name on either the bond or the 
record books of the Issuer. 

But. if the bond Is in "regis- 
tered" form, the owner does have 
more protection against such un- 
happy possibilities — because the 
owner's name Is registered on 
the bond and on the issuer's rec- 
ord books.

The intent of the commlt- 
teo wan to continue In effect 
permission granted coaches In 
recent years to talk with their 
players during a game, but to 
prevent any conduct which a 
•poctntor. could Interpret as 
heckling of officials. 

The rules change* operate In

WASHINGTON, March 38 UH— 
Citizens who write their senator* 
or congressman could wonder to- 
day Just how much '"Influence 
they are exerting on the passage 
ct .legislation. 

Based on the reports on their 
civil rights mail by two Repub- 
lican senators from states which 
Include the. nation's two largest 
cities, the answer seemed to be 
probably not much, because they 
may be offsetting each other. 

Sen. Kenneth B. Keating. R- 
N. V.. told the senate Tuesday 
that for the first tune In two 
weeks his New York state mall 
reflected a majority of expres- 
sions In favor of the house-pass- 
ed civil rights bill now before 
the senate. 

Senate Republican leader Ev- 
erett M. Dlrksen, I)J.. reported at 
a -news conference, however, that 
his mull Is running 9 to 1 against 
the bill. 

Keating has Intensified his 
vocal support of the measure 
during the last two weeks, when 
he said he was astounded to find 
that those who wrote him were 
about equally opposed to and In 
favor of tho house bill. 

With a sigh of satisfaction, 
however, he announced a "break- 
through" had been achieved tn 
the previous day's mall. Of 1.- 
110 letters from New York. Keat- 
ing said that 840 favored, the bill 
and 230 were against it. 

Dlrlcncn. who Is proposing 
changes In the bill, said he Is 
getting 1.000 letters a day. H* 
mild they aro running 9-1 against 
the measure In Its present form.
